Letters of the Queenes, irs ſ2id rhey are ſent up to the Parliament : but nei- 
ther the Lord Fairfaxe Lener, nor the Meſſenger gives any notice chat che 
Ammunition 15 landed there ; he ſaith Captaine Hotham, Sir Hugh Cholmley, 
and Sir MattheW Boniton are with 1200, horſe and foot at Aſaltow, bu heard 
of no ation, norwithftanding the marching of the Popiſh Army out of 
Yorks to meet the Queene : from Bradford ( where ſome of the Lord Faire» 
faxe Quarters are ) to Birdlington where the Queene landed, ſome of that 
Countreymen ſay it is neare 57,miles, ſo that March was too long for the! 
Clubmenrto go thither upon any deſign, and leave the Weſt riding 
and a Garriſon in their Reerat Torkand Pomfreir, to annoy them and 
habications : It is ſaid Her Majeſtie comes with reſolutions of peace, to do 
Her mtmoſt with His Majeſty, To comply with the advice of His and 
faithfull Counſell, the Parliament : Norwithſtanding the Arksend Mane 
nition for 12000 men She hath brought in the Ships with Her. If a mafi 
have his htad-broke, and the wound is ſo deep and dangerous, that none

The Lord Gray, Sonne to the Earl of Stamford, marched out of Leiceſter-

their Workes , leaving behind them five peeces of Ordnance and 
about eleaven hundred muskets, thev took priſoners about 70. foor, an] 40, 
horſe, the (ame day in che afternoon the Earle of Stamford fell upon Sir Raſph 
Hoptons quarters before Plimmeorh , and forced him to forſake them, who 
drawing his Forces into a body in open field next morning with intention ro 
give Bactell , had newes brought him of the great defeat given to Sir 
Nicholas $Slany and the reſidue of the forces at Modbury, wherenpon he altered 
his reſolution from a Battle ro a Rerreare, and that 1n ſuch haſt, that he lefx 
one of his greateſt pieces of Ordnance that he had in his Army behinde 
him, the Lord Sramferd marched the next day to Modbary, and joyned 
his Forces with the reſt of the Devonſbire men there, and (as is conceived ) 
doth intend to purſue the Cavaleers into Cormue/l, there were neare upon 
nine thouſand of the Devonſhire men, whereof ' 4000, were Clubmen, who.

Y command of the Lord Marques of Ormend,certaine forces of 

both horic and foot were ſcnt unto Trimme forthe teliefe of 

Athlone, with adiretion unto Sir Richard Green ile to have

ftament. For if that be firſt admitred, there is ſome apps 
rance of their having beene Nioceſans by the authority 
thereby given them to appoint, and rule over. Pre 
m the Churches committed to their charge : Bur if this be 
an abuſe, as I have been convinced that it is, fince 7 retur- 
ned with an koary head to a new examination of this Book 
controverſie, when the ſword was taken up to decide itin 
Scotland, then there will be no firme ground fora Diocelaa 
Biſhop found in the whole <cripture; bur much to thecon- 
crary, aShath been learnedly proved by Maſter B.yneythat 
ſucceeded Mr. Perkins at Cambridge , in the Aniwer he 
madc to PDoGor Downham written ſoon after, which Ine- 
ver faw till theſe laſt yeers brought ir ro light, but hath-bin 
the Treaſury out of which the <criblers of this lxentious 
age have ſtollen almoſt all they have of worth, to which 
they have added lirtle beſides unfit langnage, which 
had not from himz whoſe name I cannot ſuffer to 
my pen without this Elegy, that he was the-moſt acrom- 
pliſhed Preacher I everyet heard in all my life, having 
heard very many of many Nations, and the man that tomee 
ſeemed moſt in Heaven white he prayed, that my eyes erer 
faw. 1beſcech your Lordſhip to take the paines to read hs 
ſnort Trat = my recommendation, and that of Gerſew 
Rucer upon the ſame ſubje;, not deſpifing the reft which 
have ſhewed themfetves on either fide in this controverit, 
ſince ſome of our Prelates have not been aftamed iadicere

who had aboliſhed Epiſcopacy in Scortand , might at one 
time or other bee ingaged "to doe the like in this 
Kingdom: and when they found it rooke with his Majctty , 
then imployed turther to work «> his pious and bounti- 
full heart forthe reintroducing of Epiſcopacy in that King- 
dom, an At of Royall magnificence and princely piety, 
and if your Lordſhips opinion of the neceflity of Epiſcopa- 
cy in \lIChu rches as founded in divine right,can be maintai- 
ned at the height (as no doubt was powerfully inſtilled in- 
to his Majeſty)an ARt as well pleaſing to Cod,as glorions be» 
fore men: And in the raigne of the King our © overaign that; 
now is(whom Cod long preſerve)it is evident that the ſame 
Nodtrine hath been imployed to the ingaging of his Majc- 
&, notwithſtanding all che reluRtancy ot his moſt eminent 
clemency, to undertakez War agairit our brethren, and 
his moſt loyall ſubzeRts of that his native Coauntrey with 
20 upright heart, For admitting your Lordſhips Tenet, 
(which, it is manifcit was infuſed into the King, as an un- 
doubted truth.) there could be no queſtion of the juſtice of 
that War on his Vajeſties part, of which 7 forbear co make 
any further mention leaſt it ſhould prove a controvenſion 
of the ARt of oblivion, although 7 humbly conceive there. 
is ſomething beſides exceeding neceflary to be thought up- 
on by His Maieſty, and that Kingdom, and this, ſecing God 
Almighty is not bound by that act. 

| Olord, whether do we run through the darknefſe that 
in us, if we once depart but a little from the light of thy 
holy word? And where can we {tay our wandring ſteps? 
When both the. war with this, and the troubles in that 
Kingdom, were through his Maieſties goodnefſe, and wit. 
com at length ſweetly compoſed by an utter, and eternall 
abolition of Epiſcopacy there, as Antichciſtian in the opi- 
vion ofthat Church ; yet at the ſame inſtant, or at leait be-' 
lore His Maicſties return from thence, was this unlucky 
Tener of your.

1 procured his Majeſties Licence to tranſport 4 perſon of ( 
great inconvenience and danger, ont of bu Dominions, int0%- 
wether Comirrey': and With all poſſible fpredremovad my ſelſe 
w:fo Holland, never ſuſpeting that my guilt Would increaſe 
With my abſence , in the retyred private life I had reſolved m, 
#nd did according ro that reſolution lead beyond tge ſea, Wy 
Lord,'7 hope it will not offend you to be ſhewed by your 
ſervant , that you are not well hidden under this cover, 
where you may elſe chance to be taken by an enemy ;. I 
which hope 7 will preſume to obſerve, that it may be well 
believed, your Lordſhip reſolved on ſuch a reryred private 
life on the other ſide of the ſex , if things had gone on here 
by way of Accommodation , to which exfieſt and compli- 
antcſt way, it appears, your Lordſhip doubted His Majelty 
might betake Himſelfe, But whether His Majeſtic ſhew- 
ing Himſelfe ſo extreamly tender of the Peace of the King- 
done, that He was more 2 wke to the ſenſe of the calam- 
ty and miſery that in all probabiliry was like to befell His 
good Subjects upon this occaſion, then of His own Honor 
and Dignity, were ſo well approved of by your Lordſhip; 


you know the judgement of the Parliampnt in their obſer- 
eB | vations 
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eations upon your Letters to the Dueens Majefty,and I will 
leavethe world to judge. My purpole is only to thew out of 
them,that your Lordlhips reſolution to lead ſo retyred a 
life on the other ſide, was not abſolute, bur conditionate, a 
blnd manit becouldread your letters muſt needs plainly ſee. 
For you were nodooner arrived at Middleburg in Zealand, 
but in your fiiſt letter from thence to Sir LeWws Dives, you 
make mention of another written from abord Sir obs 
Pennington, wherein you gave an account why you thought 
ting to continue your journey into Holand,going ſtil up- 
onthis ground, that it things went on by way of Accom- 
modation the King would be advantaged by your abſence: 
It the King ſhould declare Himſelfe, and retire to a (afe 
place, you ſhould be able to wait upon him from thence, as 
wellas out of any part of England, over and above the 
ſervice which you might do his Vaieſty there in the meane 
time. In the ſame letter to Sir LeWs from Middleburg you 
declare, that your purpoſe to remain in that retired place, 
and condition, was only till you received inſtruftions trom 
their Maieſtics ( which ſure were not very neceſlary for 
your employment in a retired private life) you deſire him 
to haſten your ſayd inſtruftions unto you by ſome fafe 
hand, you deſire him to ſend you a Cypher, of which there 
could be no great need for your giving him an account how 
youſpent your vacant hours: Orit there were, yet ſure 
that was not the reaſon , why you beſought the Laurens 
Maicſty to vouchafe you a Cypher ; or why you would not 
adventure to write to her Maieſty, but by FRers till ſuch 
time as you had a Cypher. But why do I walt time and pa- 
pe in making ſuch inferences? Jn that letter of your 

rdſhipsto her Maicſty dated from Middleburg the 21 of 
ſaaary, you lhew your felſe indeed very confident that if 
tis Maiclty after aff be had lately done fhould betake him- 
elfto the eaſieſt and complianceſt way of Accammodati- 
on, you ſhould ferve his Maieſty mere by your abſence, then 
by all your induſtry (to which darke expreſſion 1 will give 
nolight: ) But withall youthew, that if the King ſhould 
betake himſclſe toa ſafe place you Bow then bve in 4m- 


patience, 
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patience, and miſery till you wayted on het Maid; 
rt-breath'd was your reſolution to lead a-private"rews. 
red life on that fide the Sea, Yet rruely how long youll 
ved in that manner I have not heard: But it ſhould ſeeme 
it was not many weeks : for by the renth of Marchyeut 
Lordſhip had been fo long at the Hague , that you thought 
our ſelte very ſufficiently inftruted, and able to informe 
fer MaicRy of the ſtate of thar place, both in point of «f- 
feftion and intereſt ( Dnere in relation to what }) which, 
conſidering the many Provinces,and towns, andperſons 
be enquired after there, before any good judgement could 

be made of the ſtate of that place in either of rhe 

above mentioned, and the refervednefle of that Natione 
ſpecialy toward ſtrangers,l dare ſay would have asked fone 
other very buſie man three very buſic weeks. ButGod 
hath given your Lordſhip much quickneffe of wit, afid your 
great induſtry and paines in the {tudy of books hath mide 
the ſtudy of mena ſport ro yon, in which it is certain, ther 
ſome man may do more in a day, th& another man exn doin 
a yeer. There is therefore no certain inference to be made 
of:he time you had ſpent at the Hague by the numberet 
talents you had gained there , in compariſons of the n- 
provement might have been made by ſome- other man. Bat 
when in your ſetter to the Pncens Majeſty dared atthe 
Hager before her Majeſties coming thither , yow fay you 

had not ſo much as mentioned any bufineſſe to her May 
fince you left England, may we not thenee lawfully mferrc 
that there was ſome buſineſſe commirred to your inow- 
ledge, atleaft, which you might have” mentioned ro-Ier 
Majefty > And ſure (my Lord) when your Lordſhip wrote 
to the Kings Maieſty with that hardinefſe , which you 
thought his affairs and complexion required, though every 
body knowes your Lordſhip neverhad the honour tobes 
| Counſellor, yet I believe moſt men will believe, thavy%u 
either preſumed 'to interpoſe in his Maiefties afiirs with- 
out being queſtioned (which you ſay you never did) or 
what His Maieſty had' entruſted you wich ſome part of his 
affairs on. that fide the ſea, from whence you ww Hel 
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(which is worft for You) that in ſome affairs then on the 
Carpet, your Lordſhip was & very. ſecret, and a principal 
Counſellor, if his Maicity ſcnt to Zealand or Holand to 
demand your good advice about them, having my Lord 
your father , and ſo many other able Counſellors at that 
time not farre from him, 

But 7 will enquire no further what buſinefle you had, or 
did beyond the ſea , though perhaps it were pollible to

own an in{trument to diſcover more againſt you, theg 
could eafily have beene found out otherwiſe, though the 
falſehood of a perſon you truited and other accidents were 
uſed as meanes to bring this to paſſe. 7 dare not be fo 
peremptory in my obſervation, or cenſure, but leaving the

value ours ) bur if that ſhould be ſuffered- to paſſe for an ill 
made complement , I beſeech your Lordſhip what good

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Majefty Was ſafely arrived in Holland , withdrawn frow 5 
Conntry wiWorrhy of her. Which that her Maicſty had 
ny not pleaſing occahion to do, I beleeve was an — 
great diſcontentment to many othey good SubieRs, 
200d Engliſh men, no lefſe for ker Maictties ſake then their 
owne, this having beene taken by all men that had undey 
ſtanding of the times , for a ſhrewd prognoſtick of the 
forme which was thers gathering, and . now lyes ſs. fore 
npon us , in the forefight whereof 7 hope your Lordſhi 
took nocomentment, though your words might with li 
force be wreſted ro ſuch an interpretation. 

But to paſſe by other expreſitons, and come to-the mat. 
ter of your Letters, and examine whether any wrong hath 
been done you in the Gloſſes and Comments, with which 
you obſerve they have been-publiſhed ro the world, toin 
forme the people how much of the dangerous and pern» 
cious Counſells pretended to be then, and ftill on foot, had 
paſſed through-your hands, and how great an enemy you 
are to Parliaments : for theſe are your words.

Janwary, and [ have enquired diligently of ſome other, who 
are inatrade of news, and can hear of no other letter of 
your Zord(ſhips publiſhed in-print. And yer that ingenuy 
ty I have obſerved in your Zordſhip in many other occa 
fions, will not ſuffer me to imagine, that in this you have 
framed a charge againſt your ſelte, upon ſuch-an: article as 
was never put inragainft you , that from thence you might 
take an oceaſion ts make ſuch # defence for your ſelte, 28 
you conceived would be to. your advantage : Such little 
plots are womens worke,umwvorthy of a man of your parts,

Parliament, inregard of this greatelt violation of Parlia- 
ment that was ever attempted? of certain wicked perſons 
who had engaged the King in the above mentioned de- 
fien and practiſe againſt the Parkament, & of their having 
been ſo grieved, and enraged by this aftion of the City, 
that thereupon they made his Maicfty forſake W n 1 T 5- 
Halt, under pretence that His Perſon was there 
in great danger , which they fay is. a fuggeſtion as 
u falſe, as the father of lyes can invent; And yet your 
Lordſhip hath been, bold to averre the truth of the danger 
of His Majeſtics-perſon was therein; at- that time, by avow-

Dignity of Parliament, awed, and infulted upon by torce 
and Tumts, whereof his Maxefty giverh many pa rriculat 
itſt2nces, atid offerethto prove them. - And your Lordhip 
ſaith, you have known ſuch Members of both Houſes marks 
cd out by the multitude for bleſſings, and ſuch for ſacrifice. 
You fay, Advertiſe His Majeſtic you did , Adviſe him you 
could not, you had neither the ability northe opportunity 
But you ask,if yon had been a Counſellour, whar you had 
been, if;having ſeen what you had ſcen,and heard whatyou 
had heard , you thould not have adviſed his Majelty to 
withdraw to a place of ſafety, not from his Parliament;but 
from that inſolett and unruly multitude, who had 
brought into ſ6 much hazard the perſons, and the Libery 
of this rill'then moſt happy Parhament ; and not ſtaying 
there, did fo loudly threaten ruine, even to the ſacred per- 
ſon of the King ; which is a moſt full averment of one 
pir of the Kings charge againſt thoſe, whom his Majeſtic 
Ttileth the Fatrous parr of the Parliament, though nota 
charging it on the particular-perſons accuſed rhereof by 
his Vajeſtic.

of Commons might be induced to grant a ſupply of Subſt 
Gies to the late King our Soveraign of bleſſed memery With- 
out queſtioning his power of impoſing , if his Maickty on 
his part might be pleaſed to grant them ſuch and ſuch 
things upon ſuch and ſuch conditions, which were ſo much 
tothe advantage of the SubieR, that I doubt we ſhall ne- 
ver have the like bargain offered again ; yer this greatſer- 
vice of his, and of other leading :men, with whomhe con- 
ferred abour it, having. been decryed | in that Parkament 
under the ritle of undertaking, he ſuffered that miſ-conceir

vdent with him as before, who might afterwards as cafily perſwade him 
tothe breach of theſe new aR-, as they had formerly done to the breach 
of others: ſo that all thcy had done was nothing worth, unkfle there 
might be ſome further courſe ta: ca for the remov.Jil of theſe evill Coun- 
ſellors, and the ſctling of the power of the K'ngdome in ſuch hands 
z3might preſerve the Lawes, and not deſtroy them : It bcivg very pro- 
bable, that thoſe Counſellors, who have now per[waded his Majeſty to 
this oppoſition of his Parliament, if the M:{zta had been at their itpo- 
all, would themſclves have uſed the powerof it, for the ſuppreſſing of 
the Parliament. 

Such plauſible pretences are there on both ſides, that an honeſt man 
may very excuſably miſtake,eſpecially if he underſtand theſe thing one- 
ly by Relation from others,and be not himlclfc an inquiſitive looker on: 
uponthe ſeverall paſſages of them. 

3. Tome it ſeems the molt probable conjecture, that mutuall jealou- 
he did firſt make this wound, and muxuall bitterrefle hath ſince feſte- 
red and inlarged it. 

Wherethe trueſt ground of this jealouſic lyes,muſt be found of EX» 
amining the ſeverall parties, whether that change which hath produced: 
our preſent troubles hath been in the people, or in the Governours. 
This may ſeem hard to determiae inthis particular caſe, though if a maan 
ſpeake abſtraRly and in the generall:the truth is, ir is-not ſo common-ger 
0likely for people to riſe up without caule, as for Governors to oppreſs 
without cauſe. And on the other fide, when the people have been much 
ntrenched upon in their properries or liberties,it may probably be a_ 
aged, that when they doe ſhew themſelves, rhey ſhould appeare cxalpe-- 
rted unto a high degree of, feare and impatience. 
| The birterneſſe on hoth ſides hath been occaſioned by 1. Violence 
nopinion. 2, Vnuſuall practiſes. | 

There aretoo'many on both fides who arc ſo cager and violent in 
their opinions, as ſcarge to allow him for an honeſt man, who is of a dif+ 
ferent judgement from them, as if it were poſſible, that there ſhould be 
{o great a difference betwiet men of the ſame Religion , where per-- 
ſons of Learning and Picty ſhould not bee ingaged on both fides.. . 

Though a man had as good Iudgement _— OO

he is capable of , yer ſtill they would be liable to the frailties of hy- 
taane nature. Injuries and hard dealing might exaſperate him, hopes 
and preterment might ſeduce him; converſation, Dependencies, triends, 
calling, have a great influence upon the mind, and may unawares infinu- 
are ſtrong prejudices. As for the lawfulneſle of being ingaged on ether 
1de,I ſuppoſe this caſe hath been ſo throughly diſcuſſed pro and contha 
that it is now grown asendleſſe as other controverſies, 8& that men of ho- 
neſt affections may be on both fides,on both partics. So that for matter 
of opinion,there ſhould be a liberty granted for every one to goe acct- 
ding to his owne evidence. 

Bur for matter of outward praiſe, as levying taxes upon the eſtates 
of others, and the like , it cannot be reaſonably expected, bur that every 
one ſhould be forced unto a conformity co that ſide,under whole power 
he is. If a manwill not willingly contribute, he muſt look to have it ta- 
ken from him,if he will be active in ſpeaking or preaching againſt them, 
he muſt think to be ſilenced and impriſoned, though in other relpeRs he 
may be of never ſo much known honeſty and credit, yet he cannot rea- 
ſonably imagine, that others ſhould prefer his private waycsor opinions 
before that which to them ſeems moſt conducible to the publike wel- 
fare. Sothat ſuch proceedings by cither partic (ſuppoſing the caſe un- 


decided, and that theſe proceedings be not made odious by circumſtan- 
ccs) arc inthemſclves excuſable upon the grounds of common reaſon 
and policy : Which if men would equally conſider,it would abate much 
of that bitternefle and violence on either fide.

ple, whoſe mutual concernments ſhould be ſo intwined,that the honour 
and ſafery of the one ſhould be ſo to the other. | 

Bur as the caſe now ſtands,theſe two muſt be confidered according to 
their divided intereſts : And under this notion the chief enquiry muſt be 

{cppoſing the caſe undecided ) which ſide may ſuffer with leaſt preju- 
dice to it felfe, and to the publike welfare. 

And here ro me it ſeems for matter of power and ſafery, that there is 
lefſe danger in the Kings yielding too much, than in the Parliaments, for 
experience tells us, (as hath been often obſcrved) thatwhat the people 
once loſe, is ſcarce ever recovered again; whereas what the King part: 
with, is afterwards by the ſubrilty of Statiſt eaſily regained. 

And for matter of honour, it is conſiderable: | 

1. That where the faulr is leaſt, the diſhonour muſt be leaſt .But now 
the fault muſt needs be lefle in bis Majeſtic, who is but one , and may 
more eaſily bee deceived by miſ-informarion, than in the Parliament, 
which being an afſembly of fo many choyle perſons, cannot be ſo liable 
tomiſtakes, and confequeetly are not ſo exculable for them. 

2 Itſcems neceflarie, for the publike welfare, that the honour of that 
:ſembly ſhould be preſerved moſt inviolable,and with the greateſt cay- 
tion, which is ſo the ſi that from it there can be no appeale : If 
this once loſe its reſpeR, it will preſently loſe its power: And then the 
ID of this Kingdome is utterly ruined. |

Being extracted out of a Letter ſcnt by his Lord-

«| againſt chem, this did provoke them, 

Whence I take up theſe two Obſervations : Thefirft 
is this : 

obſerv. 1. Where God is ina way of mercie towards 
2 people, there fin makes a ſtoppage in his proceedings. 
The ſecond is this : 

Obſerv, 2. When God intends utterly to deſtroy his 
enemies, he does firſt ſuffer his own ſeryants, and denreft 
children to flee & fall before them; Concerning the firſt: 

Obſervv, 1. Where God is in a way of mercie rowards 
his og ny nngy ſin does make a ſtoppage in his proceed- 
ings: So here God was in a way of mercie towards his 
people, carrying of them into the land of Caray, but in 
the way they fin, Achan playes the thief, mark what a ſtop- 
age this made in the way of mercie; So you have it in Fs- 
Joua 24. 20. Though God be about to do you good, and 
have Lene yau good, yet 1f you forſake the Lord, and ſerve 
ffranze rods, he will turn from the good he is a doing, and 
do you hurt, after he hath done you good. So in Fer.z8.9. At 
what inſtant I'fpall ſay or ſpeak concerning 4 Nation, und con- 
cerning 4 Kingdom,to build, and to plant it - that is, At what 
time I ſhall give ſenſible reftimony of good ro a land or 
nation ; If it do evil in my fight, that it obey not nuy voitt 
then I will repent of the good, 8&c. So that fins commite 
againſtGod when he is in a way of mercy,do make a _ 
age in thoſe proceedings of mercie. There are theſe 
or three reaſons for it : = 

Reaſon 1... Firſt of all, ſins cortmirted when God ism 
a way of mercic,arc a ſlighting of mercie. Amongſt ue

that they may tzke notice of you, 'and they flight your

work , you will teave off work, and work no more : now 
I fay, when as God is in a way of mercic, and you thea 
{in againſt him, your ſins do (light mercie, nay then ſayes 
God I wil turn away,jit will make a ſtoppagein this work, 
Reaſ.2. Again ſecondly, thoſe mercies that come unto 
Gods people, come unto them in the way of a promiſe, 
And Gods promiles they are, cither ſpirituall, concern- 
ing ſpirituall things, or temporall, concerning temporal 
rhings.If they be ſpirituall promifes,concerning ſpintuall 
ehings, then they are abſolute, bottomed and grounded 
no condition : as the promiſe he made, that he would 
drown the world no more, (ayes the Prophet 1ſaiah, lucha 
covenant as he made with Noah, he makes with his peo- 
ple, that runs upon no condition; he does not {ay, It the 
world goes on, and ſerve me, I will drown it no more : 
but the promiſe runs upon no condition, and fo the pro- 
miſe of grace runs upon no condition : for if it runs upon 
a condition of faith, God promiſes to give faith, God pro- 
mutes perſeverance, upon the exerciſe of gracc he prom-* 
ics to give the exerciſe of grace,all ſpiritual promiſes run 
uport no condition. But now outward promiſes ran upon 
condition,and therefore if men do not keep rhe condition, 
God takes himſelf free, and will turn himſelf out of the 
way of his mercic. You have an expreſſion tothis pur- 
pole, Numb. 14. 34. Aftcr the number of the dayes in which 
ye ſearched the land, even forty dayes (each day for a yeer) foall 
you bear your in'quity, even forty years, and ye fhall know my 
, breach of promiſe. Will God break his promiſe « As much 
as if he ſhould have ſaid, I have pronnſed ro bring you 
mrotheJand of Canaas, upon fubrad {och conditzons ; 
but now, if you do-not perform the condition, I count my 
{elf tree, and you ſhall know my breach of promuſe,chat 
will not give you the thing that I am abour to give you. 
Reaj «Jo 
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Reaſ.3; Thirdly, God never gives his people any mer- 
cie, but he. gives ir them in a way.of mercie. -He does not 
think it enough to giveahem that which is mercie, but he 
will give it them in a way of mercie. As now in your gifts 
to God, if you be gracious, you do not think it enqugh to 
do that which is gracious,bur do it in a gracious manners 
ſo God in his gifts to you, will not onely give you that 
which is mercic, but he will give it you ina way of mer- 
cie: but now if God ſhould be in a way of mercie to- 
wards his people, and they fin againſt him, and he ſhould 
£0 0nto give them the mercie, they would be hardned in 
their fin, and ſoit would not come unto them in the way 
of mercie :. Therefo'e,if God bein a way of mercic to- 
wards his people, and they fin againſt him, he will break 
off the courſe of his mercy,and go another way,and there 
ſhall be a ſtoppage made in theſe proceedings. 

ObjeR. But you will ſay we ſee the contrary: who have more 
bleſſings, and ontward mercies, then the Church of Rome ? 
who more ſinfull ? what adulteries, what idolatries, forceries, 
oppoſition of Saints and Miniſters ? and you know what plenty 
is 4mon7 them, and God goes on to give them mercie after mer- 
cie, outward bleſſing after outward bleſſing, and therefore this 
s not true, we ſee it in experience otherwiſe,that our ſins do not 
make a ſtoppage in the proceedings of mercie. 

An(w. Bur for anſwer hereunto, The thing ts not true, 
God does not go on in a. way of bleſſing and mercie to- 
wards them : Beloved, of all affliftions, it is the greateſt 
affliction to be without affliction, of all judgements, it is 
the greateſt judgement to want judgement : as you may 
ſee for this purpoſe, Iſa, 1. Why ſhould you be ſtricken any

2. Bur I rather anſwer it thus : When God is in a way 
of, mercie rowards his people, towards his Church, then 
ſin will make a ſtoppage : Thoſe of Rome are no true 
Church, rhe Chnrch was in Bab;lon, but Babilon was not 
the Church , the Church was in Egypr,but Exypr was not 
the Church, Lot was in Sodom, Sodom was not in Lots fa- 
mily ; Rome is called Babiloy, Egypt, and Sodom, they are 
not the Church of God, bur if the Church of God fin 
when God is in a way of mercic, a ſtoppage ſhall be made 
rather for them then Yor others, for theſe rwo or three 
Reaſons : 

Reaſ. 1. Firſt, they are in Gods houſe, and their fin is 
greater. The great houſe of God is as a great mans houſe, 
who hath ſome ſervants that doth his work abroad in the 
field. ſome that tend in his chamber,that are reerer round 
about him : if thoſe ſervants that are neer him be naught, 
and vile, it makes more to the diſhonour of rhe maſter, 
then if thoſe were ſo that are abroad in the field : now 
Gods people are a people that are round about him, reer 
unto him, his houſhold ſervants, and therefore if they fin 
when God is ina way of mercic , God will turn out ot 
that way, and there ſhall be a ſtoppage made in Gods 
proceedings. 

Reaf. 2. Secondly, their fin is of all others the moſt 

ſcandalous, and therefore the worſe, the more diſhonor-

Anſw. For anſwer three things; 1. There is nothing 
ſm] berween God and us, and it is true, If thou haſt bur 


the leaſt cram of bread, it is a great mercic, bans 
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ir cones from the great God, and-if you commir 2 fin, 
though never ſo little in your own eyes, it is great, be. 
canſe commnred againſt the great God; I may boldly ſlay

2. Secondly, ſometimes what falls ſhort in the great. 
nefſe of fin, is made up 1: the number of fin: -Great ſins 
do go alone, {maller fins do go by companies : as with 
creatures, {o with fins , you ſhall obſerve it ſo in the hea- 
vens, and in the air, and in the water, and in theearth; 
Ir the heavens, but one great Sun, many leſle Stars, In 
the air, you have bur few great and kingly birds, the Ea- 
plc ſhe flyes alone, but your Pigeons that are leſſer, fiye 
y flights , Inthe water, your great Whale goes alone, 
bur your leſſer Herring go by ſholes , On the earth, the

ſfiez {0 (God, though he does nor give a Bill of Divorce 
forſuch a ſin which you count leſſer, yer he may ſte cauſe 
enough ro make a;ſtoppage in his proceedings of mercie. 
Thus the DoRtrine ſtands firm, when God is in a way of 
mercie towards his people,if they do fin againſt him,their 
fins may make a ſtoppage in his proceedings. By way of

Curſed be the man that truſteth in man, and 
maketh fleſh his arms, and whoſe heart departeth from the Lord, 
for he ſball be 1:ke the heath in the deſart, and ſhall nat ſee when 
good cometh ,, whether out of cnvie or malice , but whea 
good comes upon a people, he ſhall nor ſee ir: bur who 
doth nor ſee, what a black cloud is drawn over us again *

is a ſtop made; the waters do not run down as befare, not 
long fince Juſtice and Judgement did run down like a 
mighty ſtream ; bur now, how the waters ſwell, gather

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thoſe not execured : the Plagne is begin, and that is nor

mies. Therefore it is not a finall ſtop now made in Ene- 
linds mercies, Burthercis a preſent ſtop, as when To 
plague broke out in Davids time z and ſuch a ſtoppage is 
made now.

tin, and they would return back tro Egypr, ſayes God, 
ſeeing you are there, I {wear in my wrath you ſhall never 
enter into my reſt , but your carcaſes ſhall fall here, you 
ſhall neirher go backward nor forward ; We have along 
time, the Lord look upon us, fer under Egyptian dark- 
neſſe, and the Lord hath ſent his Meſſengers to you ro 
draw you out, and you would not, or for anguiſh of ſoul 
you hearkned not , Well, but now there 1s a tender of 
Reformation made, and hath been lately : if people ſhall

well before £ This provokes the. Lord, and cauſes him to 
ſay, Your carcaſes ſhall fall.

1. For the firſt therefore, Ir is an exceeding hard 
thing and very difficult to appeafe Gods anger. r, Gods 
anger is compared to a ſtream; Topher « pr:pared of old for 
the King (laith the text) and out of his mouth goes a ſtream 
of fire, It. is hard to turn a ſtream, you may cally turn the 
water avhen 1: is in the gutter before it comes into the 
ſtream, but when it is gotten into the river, it is hard 
turning of it ; Gs wrath 1s a ftreame, it is hard turning 
of it, 

2, When yu do ſolicite God toturn out of the way 
of his wrath, and turn into a way of mercy , you folicite 
hing to that which is not for his caſe , that is a burthen to 
him. 
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him. Though you think you have greet intereſt in a man, 
if you ſolicite him ro that which is not for his eaſe , you 
will hardly obtain : 10w God layes in Scripture, it is an 
eaſeto him to be avenged on his adverſarics, ah, 7 will 
eaſe my {elfe of my adverſaries : when. you turn him from 
wrath, you turn him from eaſe. 

3- Again , there are but few to do it. If the ſea breaks 
over the bankes, and there are but few ro ſtopir, it is hard 
todo; If fie hath raken two or three houſes in a ſtreet; 
and but few ro quench it; it is hard ro do: the fire of 
Gods anger is broken out,and there are but few to quench 
it, it 15 a hard thing therefore, 

4- Again, God {cems ro be engaged in the way of his 
wrath, God walks. according to his Word ; now ſayes 
God, you would have me returne again to the way 
of my mercy, and leave oft mine anger, and for this pur- 
poſe you tell me you do pray, and humble your ſelves, 
and reform z bur was ir not ſo in T{1hrtime 2 his heart 
melted, and he prayed , and broke down the images and 
pictures, md the offenders Baals Prieſts were puniſhed , 
neverthelefſe I rurned not from the fterceneſie of my 
wrath , why ſhou!d I turn from mine anger nov for your 
lakes, more thaft in Tefiahs time * oh, it 1s a hard rhing to 
turn God from his.anger. 

2. But it muſt be done, and done quickly; if a fire be 
broken out and nor quenched quickly, it is more hard to 
quench: if the ſca breaks in at a place, and be not ſtope 
quickly, it is more hard to ſtop.
